It has been announced that 
Feb. 10 is the date on which the first 
trial will probably start, but none of 
the asp halt cases has yet been put on 
the criminal court calendar.

ton has been ask ed many times why 
he has not yet set down at least one 
of the cases for trial. 
He has never

W ash ington, Jan. 24.—During th e 
debate on th e urgent deficiency appro­ 
priation bill in th e h ouse, Mr. Fulton 
of Oklah oma spoke fonh alf an h our on 
th e progress of h is state, wh ich h e 
said already outclassed many of th e 
older states, and made an earnest plea 
for appropriations for federal build­ 
ings. 
W h en h e arose to speak th e 
ch air referred to h im as “th e gentle­ 
man from A rkansas.” 
Mr. Fulton 
quickly corrected h im, say ing: 
“I 
h ave 
been 
accused 
of 
many 
ugly 
th ings, but never before h ave I been 
accused of coming from A rkansas.” 
Th is utterance aroused th e ire of 
Mr. Robinson of Arkansas, wh o sprang 
to th e defense of h is state. It was th e 
first time, h e declared, th at h e h ad 
h eard uttered on th e floor of th e h ouse 
a sentim ent th at would intentionally 
belittle any state in th e Union.

Fulton 
disavowed 
any intention 
to 
h urt any one’s feelings or to slander 
th e state of Arkansas. He uttered th e 
rem ark, h e said, in th e utm ost good 
h umor, and h e regretted th e construc­ 
tion wh ich h ad been placed upon it. 
Im mediately after m aking th is state­ 
m ent h e crossed over to wh ere Mr. 
Robinson was seated, placed an arm 
around h is sh oulder and grasped h is 
h and with th e oth er.

Further Break Reported in Michigan’s 


Unhappy Official Family. 
Lansing, Mich ., Jan. 24.—Governor 
Fred M. W arner h as ordered th at th e 
h earing of th e ch arges wh ich h e pre­ 
ferred against State T reasurer Frank 
P. Glazier of malfeasance and misfea­ 
sance in office and gross neglect of 
duty , m ust proceed regardless of th e 
fact th at Glazier h as presented h is res­ 
ignation. 
He said th at in resigning 
Mr. Glazier saw fit to deny th e ch arges 
and m ake counter-ch arges against th e 
governor, and h e th ough t th at th e 
facts wh ich h ad been sh own in h is 
(th e governor’s) investigation of th e 
treasurer’s 
departm ent 
and 
affairs 
sh ould be read into th e record. 
W h en th e h earing opened Attorney 
General Joh n E. Bird refused to be a 
party to th e h earing furth er and with ­ 
drew, say ing it was useless to try a 
m an wh o h as pleaded guilty . 
Th is is 
regarded as th e final break politically 
between Governor W arner and Mr. 
Bird. 


Neighbors Not Satisfied. 
South Bend, Ind., Jan. 24.—Follow­ 
ing a blow with h is fist, delivered by 
h is broth er-in-law, Joseph Ballenger, 
Albert Teeple, 
forty -five 
y ears 
old. 
dropped dead on th e farm of Teeple’s 
moth er, near W alkerton, th is county . 
Ballenger, aged th irty , was arrested, 
but afterw ard released by th e coroner, 
wh o found th at h eart failure was th e 
cause of death . 
An autopsy revealed 
th at Teeple’s h eart was fully one-th ird 
larger th an normal.

sentence is a sum m ary of. th e wh ole 
Bible story , and every part h as a con­ 
nection with everj’ oth er. 
We must 
never forget th at th e Spirit 
wrote 
th rough Joh n in order to set forth th e 
great truth th at Jesus is th e Son of 
God, equal with th e Fath er; th at, be 
lieving in Him, we migh t h ave life, 
and h ave it more abundantly (ch apters 
xx, 31; x, 10). 
We learn h ow’ by His 
sufferings we become sons of God and 
th en, by feasting on th e glory , h ow' to 
live as such h ere 
in 
th ese 
mortal 
boilies. 
In th e last lesson Nath anael 
was told th at h e sh ould see th e glory , 
and now iu th e first part of th is ch ap­ 
ter we are told of our Lord’s first mlra-J 
ele and th at at th e m arriage in Cana 
lie manifested forth Ilfs glory (verse' 
11). 
Th e m arriage takes us back to 
Eden and to Adam and Eve and on to 
Rev. xix, to th e m arriage of th e last 
Adam to Ilis Eve, th e ch urch , “Th en 
sh all we see and sh are Ills glory , and 
His word w ill be to us a ligh t such a s j 
we h ave never seen, and th e water 
sh all be ch anged into th e wine of th e. 
kingdom.” 
It will be on th e th ird day - 
also, counting 1,000 y ears as one day 
(Luke xiil, 32). 
Israel will h ave h er 
place in it, th £ names of th e tribes l>e- 
Ing on th e gates of th e city , and th en 
sh all th e Passover h ave its complete 
fulfillment In th e national deliverance 
and conversion of Israel, according to 
Luke xxii, 15, 16, 2&-30; Jer. xxxiii, 15 
16. 
Th e temple at Jerusalem sh all be 
restored, according to Ezek. xl to xlviii, 
and th e name of th e city from th at day 
sh all h e “th e Lord is th ere”— Jeh ovah - 
sh am m ah (Ezek. xlviii, 35).

new Jerusalem wh ich sh all come dow n 
from God out of h eaven, th at th e na- 
tions may walk in th e ligh t of it, th ere 
sh all be no temple for th e Lord God 
Almigh ty , and th e Lamb sh all be th e 
temple of it and th e ligh t of it (Rev.

(I Cor 
vi, 10.) 
After th is brief visit to Capernaum 
(verse 12), being rejected by Ills towus- 
mon at Nazareth , He made Capernaum 


city (Luke iv, 14-31; M a tt ix, 1). 
Ca- 
pernah um, as it migh t be written, Is 
th e village of Nah um, or th e Comfort­ 
er. 
Let us each be a Capernaum for 
Him and not h inder by unbelief. 
It 
was at a Passover th at He was lost 
to His moth er for th ree day s and wh en 
found in th e temple uttered th ose first 
recorded words in Luke ii, 49 , “I must 
be about My Fath er’s business.” 
Th e 
Passover of today ’s lesson is th e first 
of His public ministry aud is signal­ 
ized by Ilis cleansing th e temple and 
foretelling His resurrection. 
Th at th e 
Passover lamb ty pified Ch rist and His 
blood sh edding is plainly stated in I 
Cor. v, 7 . Some of th e lessons are safe­ 
ty only under th e blood, th e assurance 
of it by th e word of God, fellowsh ip 
with Him iu eatiug th e lamb, a sug­ 
gestion of suffering with Him in th e 
bitter h erbs and th e absence of leaven 
th e necessity of putting aw ay all evil. 
As th e first Passover m arked th e be­ 
ginning of Israel’s national h istory , th e 
future fulfillment spoken of by our 
Lord at th e last Passover (Luke xxii) 
will be marked by a deliverance th at 
will never again h e marred by a fu­ 
ture bondage (Isa. Ix, 19 -22; Amos ix, 
14, 15). 
From th e beginning of th eir 
national h istory th ere was a place for 
God to dwell in in th eir midst, first a 
tabernacle aud th en a temple, each 
ty pical of Jesus, th eir Messiah , th e 
true tabernacle and temple. 
But th ey 
were ever neglecting or defiling It, for 
it is m an’s way to defile every th ing. 
In th e time of th e reformation under 
Hezekiab 
th ey 
were 
sixteen 
day s 
cleansing th e h ouse of th e Lord, and 
th e filth iness h ad reach ed even to th e 
h oly place (II Ch rou. xxix, 5, 6, 15-18 ). 
Th e Lord Jesus was th e only temple 
th at never needed cleansing. 
We as 
Ilis redeemed ones are Elis temples, 
but are urged to cleause ourselves not 
Qnly from all filth iness of th e flesh , but 
of th e spirit too (II Cor. vi, 16; vii, 1). 
W h at can-'be said of th e buy ing and 
selling and oth er filth iness found in 
so many ch urch es today ? 
And is it 
not possible th at He wh o looks on th e 
h eart rath er th an on th e outw ard ap­ 
pearance sees under many au outward 
form of a seeming worsh iper a very 
m arket place or a Wall street. 
Th ere are deliverance and cleansing 
only in Him w h o died for us, rose again 
and ever liveth as our great Iligh 
Priest to intercede for us. 
Ilis disci­ 
ples did not receive th e truth concern 
ing 11 is resurrect ion until after lie was’ 
risen from th e dead, and some of us 
seem just as slow to receive Col. iii. 
1-4. 
We know from Ileb. xii, 2, th at 
even He was sustained iu Ilis h umili­ 
ation by th e joy set before Him, and 
unless th e resurrection, with all its 
glory , is very real to us we sh all Ix? 
apt to dwell much upon th e way and 
its discouragements.
